Max of Saxony's Mission Among the Slnma 


of London. 


Since the foundation of the Christian 


religion no scion of 'any reigning house 
has followed so implicitly the example 
and precepts of the Sationr as Prince 
Max cf Saxony, who, after being or- 
tlaiued priest the other day at Dresden, 
baa now -insisted on devoting himself 
to mission •work in the poorest and most 
miserable quarter of London. It had 
been fondly imagined by hia relatives, 
ns well as by the general public, that, 
ouce admitted to holy orders, he would 
have been content therewith and satis- 
fied to accept, such eccleaiaatical prefer- 
ment as would have given him in the 
church a rank consonant with the lofti- 
ness of his birth. 


The last member ol a reigning house 


to become a priest was Archduke Leo- 
pold of Austria, the patron of. Beetho- 
ven, 
who became a cardinal very short- 


ly after his ordination, while Prince 
Gustav Hohenlohe and the late Prince 
Charles Bonaparte were elevated to 
seats in the sacred college at a very ear- 
ly age. 
: 


Prince Max, however, has spurned 


all offers in this sense, and his object 
in taking up his residence in'the White- 
chapel quarter of London is. that there 
he will run no danger of being treated 
as anything else than a mere priest, 
whereas in Germany the authorities, as 
well an the poor, would never succeed 
in binding themselves to the fact that 
he is iii reality a royal prince, within 
easy reach of the throiio of Saxony. 


Tha German church in Londou to 


which Prinoo Mas of Sasony is attach- 
ed boars the naino of St. Bonaparte, is 
nearly 100 years old and stands in the 
Commercial 
road. Attached to the 


church is a sort of Young Men's Chris- 
tian union, a convent and a very im- 
portant Gorman hospital, all situated 
in the poorest quarter of the British 
metropolis. In fact, it is difficult to 
conceive any more - startling transition 
than that from un inmate of some of 
the most beautiful pjihicos in Europe, 
of prince of the blood and an officer of 
a crack cavalry regiment to tho posi- 
tion of an humble worker of tho church 
in the London slums. 


Prince Max, although tho only pciou 


of a royal houso to bocome r, mission- 
ary, 
will find in the east end of Lontluu 


quite a number of great English uobk-s 
and ladies, of 
tho nristocniny who,' 


abandoning their homos arid their pict- 
ures in tho fashionable west cud, hu->v 
established themselves pyrmunouliy in 
and about "Whitecliapel for tho purpose 
pt' (succoring aud relieving the terrible 
misery around then?, Thus there nre the 
dowager Duchess of Newcastle, Lord 
Beancharnp, Lord Eadstock, the .Duke 
of Hamilton ;md his two wstws, who 
are all ougaged in this mission work in 
tho slums of London aud keeping houso 
there, leaving their west end mansions 
entirely deserted.—jViarquise lie J?on- 
tenoy in New York Recorder.

a Preacher and Will Exhibit for Hi* 


Ohareh'0 Benefit, 


Uncle Bob Alston, a negro preacher 


living in Tipton county, Tenn., is turn- 
ing white. Alston has been living all 
of his days .in Tipton, where he is well 
known. He was born a slave in tho 
family of Mr. James Alston and has 
many blood relations among the negroes 
of the county. 
He says his strange 


change began about ten years ago and 
has been increasing yearly. At present 
tbo lower part of his face is white to 
fairness, while the nose and brow pre- 
sent tho usual dark hue of tho African. 
His features, too, are African, but his 
lips hava tho color of the Caucasian 
lips, and his hands arc fairer than those 
cf tho average white man. The breast 


1 back aie almost entirely white, but 


there are islands of the black within tho 
white, which is also flecked with small 
frcckloliko spots of the original color. 


The genuineness of the change is at- 


tested by an affidavit over the signature 
of John A. Tiptou, speaker of the Ten- 
nessee house of representatives, and E. 
K, Pete, clerk of tho Tipton county 
court, both of whom certify that they 
hiwo known Undo Bob since their 
childhood; that ho was theu as black as 
any of the negroea in thn county; that 
they knew of this peculiar change in 
its beginning, and have watched its 
progress throughout tho ten years of its 
coutiiiauuce. 


Thero can • be no doubt that thin is 


some peculiar freak of nature. There 
has been 0110 other like viuto it, being 
the c-:i£« of Henry Moss, a Virgiinn 
negro, v.'ho was 011 exhibition in Phila- 
delphia in July, 17'00. Moss' case, as 
described in Tho Wonderful Magazine, 
published in 1808, is pictured very ac- 
curately ami shows that it much resem- 
bles tho case of Bob Alston, Both no* 
ticwl that tho white began just bnck of 
tho finger nails and both became fair on 
live hniid, arms, chests, limbs and part 
of the face. Both, too, claim that tho 
sun burns them readily, and neither can 
give any reason for

The cultivation of muihroomu is really 


a matter of "ancient history" in France. 
The people are eo fond of them and 
Ind thorn so nutritions as well an profit- 
able that very few Frenchmen axe so 
poor as to be obliged to do without their 
beloved vegetable. 


Notwithstanding the antiquity of the 


mushroom it is, even in these days of 
enlightenment, a mystery. 
Nobody, 


save a few savants, knows much, about 
it, but everybody in Prance knows that 
it can be made to grow in almost any 
quantity desired. 


The mushroom-loves a place that is 


cool, damp and dark, and it is for this 
reason that the mushroom is almost in- 
variably cultivated in subterranean ex- 
cavations throughout France. — 


In the department of tho Seine there 


ureover 3,000 of these caves, and in 
them live about 800 people—"cham- 
pignonists," who rarely see the day- 
light. The descent into these caves is 
by way of "rope ladders. 


One of the most interesting sights 


around Paris is the subterranean exca- 
vations where this vegetable is raised. 
Some of the caves are nothing more or 
less than tunnels, while others are ex 
hansted stone quarries, quite a number 
of them extending .under the streets of 
the city. These .caves have to be spe- 
cially prepared for their growth, and 
great care and attention are given to 
their keeping and perfect preservation. -r» 
The temperature varies but little in -*-' 
summer, and only climatic influences, 
that is a-very wet o'r very dry season, 
more than one of heat or cold, tends to 
affect the daily production of the beds, 
As nearly as possible a temperature o: 
42 degrees F. is , maintained. 
It ii 


also considered of great importance tha 
the air currents move invariably in the 
same direction. This should be from 
north to south, and never more than 
slightly appreciable.

A "solar day" is measured by the ro- 


tation of the earth npou its axis, and in 
of different lengths, owiug to I ho c!!:p 
ticity .of the earth's orbit aud olhfcv 
causes; but a "menu solar day" is 24 
honra long, as reckoned by the .time- 
pieces. 


An astronomical day commences at 


noon and is counted from the first to the 
twenty-fourth hour. ,A "civil day" 
commences at midnight and is counted 
from the first to the twelfth hour, ami 
then again commences with 1 and fin- 
ished with 12. A "nautical day" is 
reckoned tho same as the ' 'civil day,'' 
only that the reckoning is begun at noon 
instead of at midnight. 
^ 


A "calendar month" varies from 28 


to 81 days. A "mean lunar month" is 
89 days, IS hours, 44 ininntos, 2% sec- 
onds. A "year" is divided into S6C 
days. A "solar year," which is the 
time occupied by the suu in passing 
from one normal equinox to the other, 
consists of 864.24244 days, which is 
equal to 805 dars, 5 hours, 48 minutes*, 
49.586 seconds. 


A "Julian year" is 365 days even. A 


"Gregorian year" is 865.2425 days. 
The error in the Gregorian mode of time 
reckoning amounts to but' one Hay in 
each 3,571 years.
